Moſt humbly ſhewing , 

Har diuers Lawes hauc heretofore beene made,prohibiting the vſc of 

Logwood alrzs Black wood, whichdid not produce that good cftet 
which was intended, by reaſon that no recompence was allowed to ſuch 
as ſhould rake paynes in and abour the ſeizure thereof, That his Majeſtic 
tor 22 wr of the deceits , that might anſc by the vſethercof, hath 
made ſcucrall reſtraints by his Highneſſe Letters Pattents, his Bookes of 
Rares and otherwiſe, thereby to hinder the importation of the ſame; Thar 
of late his 1 lighneſle being informed , that the vſe thereof was moſt ne- 
ceſfary and not preiudiciallroany of his Subictts tor the dying ofcertaine 
courle Stuffes, Linnen, Caddoes, Hats, Caps, Gloues, Leather, Thrcad, 
and many other Haberdathery wares, which as was alleaged , could nor 
conuenicntly be dyed without Logwood , did thereupon by His Letters 
Pattents licence Sir Tho. Compton Knight and his \flignes, to import 
ycarely tiftic Tunnes of Logwood and no more, and » take and ſeize inro 
his hands and to his owne vic the moitie of all Logwood imported by 
others. 

The Petitioners further ſhew , Thar notwithſtanding all the prerences 
of art and cunning to bee vſcd, in the mixture and compolition of the faid 
wood to Die withall, yerthe ſameis amoſt falſe and deceirfull colour; 
Thar vnder prerence of the importation of fiftic Tunne yearely, much 
more may bee conueyed into this Realme, and vſcd tothe defrauding of 
His Majeſties good intention. 

Thar by reaſon that the ſaid Woodis fo licenced to be imported, many 
Dyers doe ſecretly vie the ſame in the dying of Clothes and Stuffes in ma- 
my parts of this Realme, which cannot conucniently be reformed vnleſſe 
the importation thereofbe wholly prohibited. 

Thar by the vic thereof nor onely the Subictts of this Realme are de- 
ceiucd, and the Art or myſterie of dying, both at home and abroad much 
ſcandalized, buralſo the ancient Trade of Clothing in this Kingdome is 
thereby greatly decayed. 


The Peritioners therefore moſt humbly pray, Thar both the importa- 
tion and vſe thereof, may bee to all intents and purpoſes, by ſome ſe- 
uere Law, to bee made in this preſent Seſſion of Parliament,) vtterly 


prohibitcd and aboliſhed,
